Unknown Quantity 
The great unknown quantity at 
the moment is Russia’s program.

along the Eastern borders of Poland, 
Czechoslovakia and Austria to the 
Adriatic.

Meet A New Oil 
Tile new silicone oil, used in a 
brand new type of tortional vibra­ 
tion damper for engines, has the 
property of maintaining its same 
viscosity over a surprisingly large 
range of temperatures. For that rea­ 
son it would be ideal for use In shock 


absorbers. Eventually it will be offer 
ed for this purpose, but its cost at 
present prohibit* such application. 
In the new damper, by the way, a 
small flywheel float* within the 
silicone oil, the whole being en­ 
cased in a shell which revolves with 
the engine crankshaft to which it 
is attached.
